Please explain Matthew 19:24, “And again I say unto 
you, It is easier for a camel to go through the eye of a 
needle, than for a rich man to enter into the kingdom of 


God.”—S. G. T. 


JESUS CERTAINLY did not mean here that 
it is impossible for a rich man to be saved. He pointed out 
to the rich young ruler a possible way of salvation, in 
Matthew 19:17-21. Joseph of Arimathea was a man of 
relative wealth and was a disciple of Christ; Barnabas of 
Cyprus was likewise of relative wealth and was a saved 
man. The accent in this verse is not on the fact that a rich 
man can not be saved, but rather on the fact that his 
riches can not purchase his entrance into the kingdom of 
God. That this is the correct meaning is borne out by Je- 
sus’ words in verse 26, “With men this is impossible; but 
with God all things are possible,” meaning that man’s 
wealth does not purchase eternal life or merit eternal 
life, but that God can grant eternal life to a man with 
wealth. It is hard for a rich man to be saved because 
he learns to trust in the power of his riches rather than 
in the power of God. 

Some have imagined that Jesus referred to a small gate 
in the wall of Jerusalem, called the Needle’s Eye. No one 
could pass through this gate except by crawling, and it 
was absolutely impossible for a camel to pass through. 
This, however, has no support in scripture, and certainly 
was not the meaning of Jesus, for He spoke of “the eye of 
a needle’—any needle—and not something called the 


Needle’s Eye.

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merely that India’s resources are now quite inad- 

equate for a minimum diet of health, and that, 
with a population of 360,000,000 increasing by over 
4,000,000 every year, this state of affairs is rapidly wor- 
sening, but the appalling economic crisis is playing into 
the hands of the Communists. Last year, 5,500,000 tons 
of food grains had to be imported, and, for most of the 
year, other than in parts of northern India where the 
food position is satisfactory, the ration was only eight 
ounces of grain per day, and often little else is available. 

Last year, particularly in southern India, famine con- 
ditions prevailed in many districts. One has just received 
news that owing to the failure of rains this year, the 
Bombay State Government has had to declare an official 
state of famine in a large area of our own field in western 
India. The Government is faced with grave problems, in- 
cluding corruption and profiteering on a vast scale—all 
grist for the Communist mill. 

The growth of Communism in the last few years has 
been on an unprecedented scale, particularly in the cities 
and famine areas. Through the pressure of overpopula- 
tion, of poverty, lack of housing, and the growth of in- 
dustry, a responsible spokesman of the Bombay Corpora- 
tion states that 1,200,000 of Bombay’s citizens have to 
find their housing on the streets. The almost 350,000 
tenements of Bombay house 2,300,000, with an average 
occupancy per room of over seven persons. Under these 
conditions, the caste system is greatly weakened, thus 
giving the Communists a golden opportunity, which they 
are exploiting. 

The Communists know that he who controls the cities 
and communications controls India, and so they have 
concentrated here and in the universities. 

It would seem that before long India will go the way of 
China. Whether the Communists are in control or not, 
in the near future, famine, malnutrition and disease will 
carry off great numbers of the rural population. A year 
ago Bombay Parliament was seriously discussing the ad- 
visability of guaranteeing a grain ration only in the cities. 
Honest officials carry a crushing burden. The promises 
of the Communists to the people cannot alter the facts 
of the situation—too many people, too little land, too 
many useless animals, and too little money, only 700,000 
of the 360,000,000 being in a position to pay 
income tax! For the leader of the Communist Party to 
state recently on the floor of the Central Parliament as 
he did, that when they take over India they will shoot the 
landlords as they did in China, brings no help or light 
to the situation. 


C ONDITIONS IN INDIA are desperate. It is not 
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Crisis in Ss.

THE TEACHING OF HINDUISM is this — 
there are innumerable gods and goddesses, some of whom 
are unspeakably vile. The Hindus live in fear of them. 
Religion, that is, the gaining of merit, is in worshiping 
these deities and in keeping the rules of caste which 
govern all relationships with others. Sin to the Hindu is 
ceremonial pollution, not moral. This is not surprising, 
for some of the gods are immoral and lie and steal. It 
is firmly believed that we are continually being born 
again into this world, and that our place in the caste sy- 
stem is exactly in proportion to the merit, or lack of it, 
resulting from our previous lives. 

With such a background, it is easy to understand the 
disdain and disgust with which outcastes are regarded. 
From the Hindu point of view, because of sins in previous 
lives they are justly born as outcastes. It is but right to 
abuse them. Being crushed, reviled, and despised for cen- 
turies, the outcastes, some 170,000,000 in number, have 
inevitably become very degraded and a byword for evil. 

Outcastes also come to worship the gods at Pandhar- 
pur, though never allowed into the main temples. With 
others, numbers of them hear the Good Tidings from our 
workers. The following illustrates the power of God’s 
Word: 

Twenty years ago, one literate outcaste bought a Bible 
at Pandharpur and, back in his village thirty miles, for 
ten years read it in the evenings to the men of his group. 
Eleven years ago, twenty-two of the men requested us to 
baptize them. We eventually did, and then the village 
rose against them in fury. They were severely beaten, 
and their well blocked. They had to walk miles for drink- 
ing water. Only nine stood firm. They had no helpful 
environment. One from the outcastes said to me years 
ago, and he was surely a saint, “Be patient, Sahib, with 
my people. It took me five years to get a clean mouth, 
after I was converted.” 

For a few years these nine were in a miserable state. 
Then the Lord brought them through to joy, and their 
testimony struck home to others. It isnot surprising that 
in the last six years many more from their group have 
entered into a similar experience of life in Christ. 

The tragedy of India today is that the mass of the 
people have not yet heard the gospel, and it is computed 
that 100,000,000 have yet to hear the name of the Saviour. 

The situation vitally concerns us as Christians. Our 
neighbors are perishing before our eyes, spiritually as 
well as physically, and our Master would not have us pass 
them by just because their need might inconvenience

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The Blind Beggar of Jericho

“And Jesus said unto him, Receive thy sight: thy faith 
hath saved thee,’’ Luke 18:42. 


UR LORD was on His last journey to Jerusalem 

before His death. This journey was more of a tri- 

umphal one than others He had taken. Crowds 
accompanied Him. He seemed exceedingly popular. The 
shouting multitudes were escorting Him out of the city. 
They had just passed the gate and were in the act of 
turning toward the mountain gorge through which runs 
the Jerusalem road, when amidst the applause of the 
throng, a cry of need was heard. Could one cry of need 
be heard above the din? Certainly it was not a weak cry. 
One has said he literally screamed. But even then, what 
was one cry amidst all that Eastern crowd? Ah, the cry 
of wretchedness was. far sweeter than all the hollow 
“Hallelujah’s” of the crowd! His cry was heard, and it 
stopped Jesus in His progress. Have you been puzzled 
about prayer and wondered if one cry from you would 
be heard, then felt tempted to doubt and despair? Take 
courage from this story. Cry, and you will be answered. 
It was wonderful that Joshua of old could command the 
sun to stand still, and it obeyed; but here is something 
more wonderful—a poor blind beggar arresting the steps 
of Him who made the sun and keeps it whirling in its 
orbit! He got to Jesus, and so may every sinner. 

Notice this man’s wretched condition. He was blind 
and begging. He is a picture of every sinner today. Sa- 
tan hath blinded the minds of those who do not believe. 
Man continues in sin because of this blindness. Satan 
only shows the glitter of the here and now. He does not 
expose the end of the broad road, therefore men perish 
because they have no perception of danger. By putting 
a special lustre on material things, it is not difficult for 
the great deceiver to blind the eyes of men to things 
that are eternal. Even when the seed of the Word is 
sown in the heart of man, it is easy for this wicked one 
to catch it away, blinding the understanding with con- 
fused interests. 

Satan’s subjects are those which believe not, those 
whose hearts are closed to the light of the knowledge 
of God. These are willing dupes to Satan’s delusions. 
They cannot enter into the light and liberty of the sons 
of God because of unbelief. They may have a growing 
desire for the fictitious, the worldly attractions, but 
things that belong to eternal peace are hid from their 
eyes. The god of this age, who is the devil, knows if he 
can only hide the gospel of Christ from the eyes of men, 
he will be successful—they will be lost. Jesus said men 
loved darkness rather than light because their deeds 
were evil. 


IN KENTUCKY there is a great deep cave 
which stretches for several miles underground, and it is 
inhabited by blind fishes: In loving darkness rather than 
light, these poor fish have lost the power of sight. Eyes 
they have, but they see not. Man’s love for the darkness 
of sin deprives him of all spiritual vision. He is in dark- 
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ness until now. In loving darkness, the power of sight 
is lost. It would not be enough that light should shine 
into that cavern of darkness. Those benighted fish must 
have their power of vision born again before the light 
can be enjoyed. The light of the gospel has come, but, 
without the eye-opening power of the Holy Spirit, that is 
not enough to save from the darkness of death. 

Sin-blinded man has many needs. The blind are to be 
pitied, because they can neither see for themselves nor 
for others. They cannot enjoy the light, and they are ig- 
norant of what the light reveals. No amount of learning 
or scholarship will ever be able to open man’s eyes spir- 
itually. Only God can give this vision to man. In his 
lonely darkness and deep poverty, the blind man thought 
and became persuaded that Jesus was the Son of God. 
No one prompted his seeking; in fact, many opposed his 
attempts. The man heard the commotion and inquired 
what it meant. When they tried to quiet him, he cried 
the more. This was the last time Jesus entered Jericho. 
If the blind man had not sought Jesus here, he would 
have forever been in darkness. This was his accepted 
time; this was his opportunity, and he made the most 
of it. He was not ashamed; he did not mind being con- 
spicuous. So must we come to Jesus for forgiveness. 

Success in this world comes only to those who exhibit 
determination. Grace makes a man to be as resolved to 
be saved as this beggar was to get to Jesus and receive 
his sight. An applicant once applied at the door of a busi- 
nessman. “I must see him,” said the applicant. A serv- 
ant said, “You cannot see the master, but I can give you 
an answer.” “No,” said the unfortunate pleader; “I will 
stay all night on the doorstep, but I will see the man 
himself. He alone will serve my turn.” You do not won- 
der that, after many rebuffs, he ultimately gained his 
point. It would be a greater wonder if an importunate 
sinner did not obtain an audience with the Lord Jesus. 
If you must have grace, you shall have it. Whether things 
look favorable or not, press on till you find Jesus, and 
you shall find Him. To stop short of Jesus and healing 
would have been folly. Notice his blessed privilege. His 
importunity has prevailed. For awhile it seemed he was 
unheeded by the Lord, but now Jesus commanded him 
to be called. 


‘THERE IS a universal call from God today 
to the weary sinner. Jesus says, “Come unto me, all ye 
that labor and are heavy laden, and I will give you rest. 
Take my yoke upon you, and learn of me, for I am meek 
and lowly in heart; and ye shall find rest unto your 
souls,” Matthew 11:28, 29. The happiness of men lies in 
an acquaintance with God. There is no comfortable in- 
tercourse between a Holy God and sinful man, except 
in and by a mediator. Christ stands as our Mediator, 
thus providing a way of approach to God. The invitation 
to come to Christ to be saved and ruled by Him is given. 
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All those who are sensible of sin as a burden, and con- 
trite in soul, can receive the rest He has promised. It is 
the duty of weary and heavy-laden sinners to come to 
Christ to cast their burden upon Him. The rest He prom- 
ises is a release from the drudgery of sin. It is also an 
obligation to the duty we owe Him. Christ has a yoke for 
our necks as well as a crown for our heads. To take 
Christ’s yoke upon us is to put ourselves into the relation 
of servants to Him. God’s presence, Christ’s sympathy, 
and the Spirit’s aid make living for God an easy thing: 
The only sure way to find rest is by sitting at Jesus’ 
feet and obeying His commands. 

When the blind beggar was called, he made a definite 
request. Though he was poor, he did not ask for riches. 
He prayed, “Lord, that I might receive my sight.” Web- 
ster says to pray is to ask earnestly, to intreat, to sup- 
plicate, to beg, to implore. The Hebrew word for “prayer” 
means to appeal, intercession, that act by which our ne- 
cessities and those of others are presented to God. The 
Greek term is used to convey the idea of spiritual ap- 
proach to God, together with that of pouring out the 
sentiments of the soul to Him as an act of worship. 

Hugh Miller says, “Prayer is so mighty an instrument 
that no one has ever thoroughly mastered all its keys; 
they sweep along the infinite scale of man’s wants and 
God’s goodness.” 

The blind man was instantly healed. Jesus said, “Thy 
faith hath made thee whole.” Instant faith brings in- 
stant blessings. Faith is the medium through which bless- 
ings come to us. All things are possible to those who be- 
lieve. Faith in Christ brings salvation from sin. Faith 
is like a growing plant. Usually it begins in a small way; 
but a little faith, if rightly used, will grow to more faith. 
No one knows to what heavenly splendors his eyes may 
be opened if he will only cultivate faith. The Christian’s 
work is not singing of psalms while he reclines in green 
pastures and beside still waters. There are times when he 
lies down in green pastures, but he lies down that he 
may rise again a stronger man, to do fiercer battles, to 
do harder work for God. 

Sir Walter Scott, in his autobiography, relates that 
when he was a child one of his legs was paralyzed. When 
medical skill failed, a kind uncle induced him to exert 
the muscles of the powerless limb by dragging a gold 
watch on the floor, thus tempting him to crawl after it, 
gradually increasing vital muscular force. In this way 
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he regained use of the limb. So God deals with us in our 
spiritual efforts. Great spiritual vitality is developed and 
strengthened by following God, even when the path is 
unknown. 

When this blind beggar was healed, he glorified God 
and followed Jesus. How happy are those who come from 
the darkness of sin to the light of the gospel! A poor 
blind woman in Paris put twenty-seven francs in a mis- 
sionary offering once. A friend said, “You cannot afford 
so much.” “Ah, yes I can,” she replied; “I am blind, and I 
asked my fellow straw-workers how much money they 
spend in a year for oil in their lamps. They say twenty- 
seven francs. So I found I save that much in a year be- 
cause I do not need a lamp. I want to give it to shed 
light in the heathen lands. I want to tell the lost ones 
of Jesus, the Light of the world.” 


A MISSIONARY was once asked, “Do you 
expect to return to India, to the filth and inconvenience 
there?” The missionary replied, “I dislike the dirt, filth, 
fevers, and diseases of India. I dislike the perpetual fight 
with mosquitoes, the snakes in our bathroom, the scor- 
pions in our shoes. I dislike the poverty, the demon- 
possessed priests, its sin and shame, its anxieties and 
discouragements. But the voice of God is calling, day and 
night, calling me back to India. I can only be happy in 
the center of God’s will. This vision of the voice of God 
makes me happy to go back to tell them of the Light of 
the world.” 

This vision of God has changed the lives of men and 
women all down through history. When Abraham first 
received God’s call, he obeyed. He went out not knowing 
where he was going. He did not have a photograph of 
the promised land, but he had the promise of God. From 
the time Abraham went out, he reckoned himself a 
stranger and a pilgrim. He journeyed, looking for a city. 
He never did settle down, but dwelt in tents with Isaac 
and Jacob. There would be dangers and difficulties, yet 
he went out. The dangers never deterred Abraham from 
his great objective. Though he camped here and there, he 
always took up the journey again. He took God at His 
word; stepped out on the promises. Abraham waited for 
God to fulfil His promise of an heir a long time. Years 
passed, during which he and his wife had grown too old, 
according to nature, for its fulfillment, yet his sublime 
faith refused to accept even the evidence of nature. When 
hope seemed dead, Abraham hoped on. Faith inherited 
the promises. 

It is only possible to live a pilgrim life when we catch 
a vision of the city which hath foundations whose Builder 
and Maker is God. Faith is strengthened by trials just 
as rough winds strengthen the tree roots. All men of 
faith have been men with an upward look. George Muller 
said, “The only way to learn strong faith is to endure 
great trials. I have learned my faith by standing firm 
amidst severe testing.” 


VIsION DOMINATES life. A vision or lack of 
vision is the first factor in determining one’s actions. 
One element in the secret of Paul’s life was the fact that 
he had experienced a heavenly vision. He saw such beau- 
ty, such moral glory, such excellency in the Son of God, 
that he deliberately surrendered all honors, the distinc- 
tions, the pleasures and riches of this earth, in order to 
allow Christ to fill every part of his heart. Paul longed 
to know Christ; not merely as one who had put away 
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tle or no real, sincere preparation has been made. 

How many pastors go through a series of revival 
services, then close them blaming the inefficiency of the 
evangelist for the embarrassing failure? How many evan- 
gelists have packed their suitcases and pulled away from 
the revival feeling that the pastor and church did not 
fully cooperate? Is it not true that most churches wait 
for a “Daniel” to do their praying, a “Paul” to do their 
believing, a “John” to do their enduring? Is it. possible 
that there are evangelists who expect the church to fur- 
nish all these qualities, while they prayerlessly preach 
the same cold, memorized outline sermon that originated 
in the mind of another man, then sleep till midmorning 
and go gallivanting about till late afternoon, facing the 
congregation AGAIN with a cold heart and a second- 
hand sermon? 

Men and women, let’s be realistic in facing this issue. 
The challenging question is not who committed the great- 
er sin that defeated the revival effort. The facts are that 
the Church spends millions of dollars and many hours 
annually in the name of evangelism, yet many churches 
barely hold their own in membership. If eternity-bound 
people are people just like they have always been, and 
our heavenly Father is interested in the salvation of man, 
then it must be the Church’s responsibility to awaken 
man to his need of God and salvation. Can any ‘person 
read the book of Joel, seeing the barren orchards and 
the parched fields, without inquiring the reason for such 
calamity? Hear the deep, heart-rending cry of the moth- 
ers as they search for enough food to feed the children! 
Hear the moaning cattle as they roam the scorched pas- 
ture lands, finding little food and water! See the proud, 
arrogant priest as he gives his congregation one of 
those “Bless God, you mossy-backed hypocrite” type of 
sermons because the tithe and attendance dropped off. 
See the devil roaring his delight as he watches impov- 
erished souls drop down to a night of endless despair. 
Then, look above to the throne of God. God’s heart is 
warm and full of compassion for suffering, dying souls. 


V)] ANY REVIVALS are fruitless simply because lit-

Joel 2:1, “Blow ye the trumpet in Zion, and sound an 
alarm in my holy mountain: let all the inhabitants of 
the land tremble: for the day of the Lord cometh, for it 
is nigh at hand.” 


This retrospective view dates back to about eight hun- 
dred years before the birth of Christ, but it teaches a les- 
son in “revival preparation.” The stage is being set for a 
world-wide revival. Who is the evangelist? Joel, a prophet 
in Judah, not very well known in the Church. How does 
this revival begin? First, the preacher dedicates his time 
and energy to arousing the people of God, showing them 
the folly of sin, that this calamity came because joy had 
withered away from the sons of men. (Preachers should 
soberly realize that sin is as black and damning now as 
ever.) What was his line? his tactics? What new trick 
could he pull out of the bag that the old pastor did not 
know about? Did he not forcibly preach repentance and 
its blessing, the day of the Lord, the coming judgments 
of God upon the people for their sins, calling on the 
preachers to lay aside their robe of self-righteousness, 
then meet God at the altar in prayer, crucifying fleshly 
pride? Then, “sanctify ye a fast, call a solemn assembly, 
gather the elders and all the inhabitants of the land into 
the house of the Lord your God, and cry unto the Lord. 
Therefore also now, saith the Lord, turn ye even to me 
with all your heart, and with fasting and with weeping, 
and with mourning.” The soul of man was made for God, 
and nothing can satisfy it but the righteousness of God. 
The soul that fails to wait upon God in prayer breaks its 
relationship with its Maker. 


LET’S NOTICE some helpful suggestions in 
“revival preparation.” Take a positive stand in preaching 
the power of the blood of Jesus Christ—“He is able to save 
to the uttermost.” Preach the miracle power of faith in 
God’s promises. Prayerless sermons destroy faith. “Study 
to show yourself approved unto God.” Pray and prepare 
to preach with the holy boldness, fire, and zeal of a man 
whose whole life depends on his ability to produce (and 
not merely to perform). The sermon cannot rise in its 
life-giving force above the preacher. Praying makes the 
preacher a heart preacher. Prayer puts the preacher’s 
heart into the preacher’s sermon. Prayer puts the 
preacher’s sermon into the preacher’s heart. Our great 
need is heart preparation. Luther once said, “He who 
prays well has studied well.” “It is better for ten men to 
do the work of one man, than for one man to try to do 
the work of ten men.”—Benson. Then organize prayer 
groups (not gossip groups) prior to the revival. Encou- 
tage family prayer. Our greatest possibilities for a har- 
vest of souls should be within the families of our mem- 
bership and friends. Talk revivals; be consistent in your 
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New Testament times, when, because of the per- 

sonal testimony of Philip, the Ethiopian believed 
on the Lord Jesus Christ and was baptized; or, as a re- 
sult of the preaching of Peter on the day of Pentecost, 
3,000 were added to the Church. But in the day in which 
we live, revival results are measured by the number of 
people that are led to Christ. If there were numbers who 
felt the saving grace of Jesus Christ, and took their 
stand against sin and wickedness, then the revival was a 
success. If not, it was felt by the church and ministers 
that the revival was a failure. However, this has not al- 
ways been true. When Christ was on the earth, many of 
His teachings and doctrines were not presented to a large 
group of people gathered in the synagogue, but rather 
to individuals or small groups of individuals—as the 
woman at the well, His disciples by the seaside, or to Nic- 
odemus at night. 

Even after Pentecost each Christian individual rec- 
ognized his or her obligation to witness to their neigh- 
bor or merchant that “Christ is able to save unto the 
uttermost all those who come unto God by him.” Able 
leaders, particularly Peter among the Jews and Paul 
among the Gentiles, contributed much to the success of 
the early Christian Church, but the chief secret of its 
success lay in the consciousness of the obligation of every 
Christian to witness for Christ. 

From 100 to 313 A.D., the spread of Christianity was 
very gradual. During this period there were no great 
leaders such as Peter and Paul to devote their full time 
to the spreading of the gospel, but the remarkable suc- 
cess of Christianity in the Greco-Roman world was due 
chiefly to personal witnessing for Christ by word and 
deed.

would not have heard the story of Jesus on the day of 
Pentecost and believed. As a result of Peter’s testimony 
to the house of Cornelius, this wondrous gospel was 
opened to the Gentile world. 

The Church is revived and the attendance increased 
as a result of a revival. Visiting preachers and special 
singers are used, or even a contest between the “Reds 
and Blues,” for such an increase; but if the ministry 
and laity would weep, pray, and prepare, the results 
would be lasting, and people would flock to the church 
to hear the gospel and accept Christ as their Saviour. 

At the request of Elijah, Ahab, the wicked king of Is- 
rael, assembled all Israel, four hundred and fifty prophets 
of Baal, and the four hundred prophets of the groves at 
Mt. Carmel. Idolatry was already established when Ahab 
came to the throne, but it became more widespread, 


- largely because of his wife, Jezebel. It seemed that all Is- 


rael was turning from the true God to the altars of Baal. 
No longer would the people journey to the temple to wor- 
ship God, but would turn instead to “the groves” and 
there worship Baal. Seeing the grave danger, Elijah as- 
sembled the people at Mt. Carmel to see if Baal be God, 
or the Lord be God. 

After building an altar, the prophets of Baal dressed a 
bullock and placed it thereupon. From morning until time 
for the evening sacrifice, they cried aloud, “O Baal, O 
Baal, hear us.” They jumped about the altar and cut 
themselves with knives and lancets, until the blood 
gushed out upon them. But there was “neither voice, nor 
any to answer, nor any that regarded.” 

Then Elijah called the people “near unto him” and re- 
paired the altar of the Lord that was broken down. After 
placing the bullock and wood on the altar, Elijah re- 
quested that twelve barrels of water be poured on and 
about the altar. Then he began to pray, “Hear me, O 
Lord, hear me, that this people may know that thou art 
the Lord God, and that thou hast turned their heart 
back again.” God answered with such a volume of fire 
that it consumed the sacrifice, the wood, the stones, the 
dust, and licked up the water that was in the trench. 
The effect of the manifestation of God’s power was so 
great on the people assembled that they fell down on the 
ground and said, “The Lord, he is the God; the Lord, he 
is the God.” 

When the Church is revived and there is a burning 
desire to see sinners converted, then the sinners will be 
anxious to be converted. Isaiah realized this when he 
said, “For as soon as Zion travailed, she brought forth 
her children.” Paul was acquainted with this travailing, 
for he said, “My little children, of whom I travail in

reaction that registers in your breast. He is a friend that 
sticketh closer than a brother. If you need a balm to 
heal the bruise that sin and the devil has inflicted or to 
satisfy the aching void that some crushing disappoint- 
ment has left, God hath given you JESUS.

fasting and praying. I should like to encourage “revival 
preparation” as it relates to altar workers. This ministry 
can prove more effective many times than the evange- 
list’s efforts. Untrained helpers, however, can do much 
harm, not knowing how to instruct seekers to accept de- 
liverance through Jesus Christ. 

I feel that something should be said about securing 
full-time evangelists, if at all practical. Is it possible that 
some pastors swap revivals on a “you scratch my back 
and I'll scratch yours” plan, and never really get under 
the burden of getting souls saved, or building up the 
saints in “the most holy faith’? Why not prepare in ad- 
vance for a nice place for the evangelist’s family to stay. 
I believe if more preparation were made prior to the 
revival, and more consideration given to the care of the 
evangelist, we would have more successful men in the 
evangelistic work. Consequently, we would have more men 
and means for a greater evangelistic program. Why not 
prepare ahead of time for the financial support of the 
revival. Is it possible that many pastors fail here because 
they are inexperienced, or just do not have the proper 
appreciation for this ministry? Do some pastors fail to 
keep their bills paid up, then use the revival offering to 
catch up, and take an expense offering for the evangelist 
to get away on? 

Before closing maybe I should say something about the 
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evangelist giving prayerful cooperation to the pastor in 
the work of the revival. If you want a full-gospel re- 
vival, prepare for it! Wait for it! Believe for it!

birth again until Christ be formed in you.” This is the 
order of nature and all secular success, that if there is no 
labor there is no profit. The acorn labors to develop into 
a giant oak, the seed to a flower, the caterpillar to a 
butterfly. 

If this be true in the natural, how much more so is 
it true in the spiritual! It cannot be realized just by sim- 
ply desiring, wishing, or wanting, but the attention must 
be fixed on the fact of that need. If the Church does not 
travail, she cannot bring forth her children. Can we help 
crying out like John Knox, “O God, give me Scotland or 
I die”? Was not Moses travailing for souls when he cried 
out to God, “Oh, this people have sinned a great sin, and 
have made gods of gold. Yet now, if thou wilt forgive 
their sin ... and if not, blot me, I pray thee, out of thy 
book”? 

In order to have “revival results” there must be “re- 
vival preparation.” This is the responsibility of both the 
laity and ministry. Each should feel his obligation so 
strongly that he could say with Jeremiah, “Oh that my 
head were waters and mine eyes a fountain of tears, 
that I might weep day and night for the slain of the 
daughter of my people.”

sins from his life, but as one who could satisfy all the 
longings of his soul. Paul saw the Lord, and a new man 
was the result. Saul the Pharisee became Paul the apos- 
tle. Saul of Tarsus was crucified with Christ never to live 
his old self again. He arose from his knees in the home 
of Judas, in the city of Damascus, a new creature. The 
vision of the invisible enabled him to endure much suf- 
fering that he might obtain a crown in the end. 

This same heavenly vision from God directed the life 
of Moses. Moses was born during a critical time in the 
history of the Hebrew nation. Pharaoh had given an or- 
der to kill all the male children as soon as they were 
born. Moses’ mother saw he was a proper child, and she 
protected his life by putting him in an ark of bulrushes 
on the river’s brink.

g HAVE BEEN IMPRESSED so much recently with 
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COURT RULES NO PERMIT 
NEEDED FOR CHURCH BUILDING 

ATLANTA, Georgia (EP) A congre- 
gation which started building a 
church in Fulton County in defiance 
of a Municipal Planning Board refusal 
to issue a permit has been upheld in 
Superior Court here. Fulton Superior 
Court Judge Claude Shaw threw out of 
court a county petition seeking to re- 
strain the church’s trustees from fur- 
ther construction. The suit had been 
filed by Fulton County’s a depart- 
ment for Guy Eaves, county building 
inspector, against the trustees of a 
Church of God group —— a 
church just outside Atlanta’s city lim- 
its. Dismissal of the case means in ef- 
fect that a church group may build 
anywhere so long as it does not create 
a menace to the health and safety of 
the public. 

Attorneys for the church group had 
asked that the case be dismissed on 
two points: 

(1) That no use permit is required 
for church building under county reg- 
ulations; (2) That, if such a permit 
were required, it would be unconsti- 
tutional, violating freedom of religious 
worship. 

Judge Shaw dismissed the suit on 
the first contention. He ruled that 
county regulations which stipulate 
that “community buildings” must be 
constructed under a use permit do not 
include churches. Churches, he said, 
are private property. Court observers 
said church attorneys presented “con- 
siderable evidence” indicating that the 
judge might have ruled in favor of 
the second contention if the first were 
passed over. Standish Thompson, as- 
sistant county attorney, said the 
county legal department does not con- 
template an appeal.

22, urged that our Capital City be 
turned into “a one-horse town” in or- 
der to make it unattractive as a 
bombing target for a foreign enemy. 
This opinion, quite shocking to a Mid- 
westerner, seems to be quite prevalent 
among many leaders in the nation’s 
capital, who feel that Washington is 
the world’s number one target. One 
Washington architect, Mr. Waldon 
Faulkner, said the heart of Washing- 
ton should be moved out to some place 
in the “center of the country.” 

The white-haired architect said the 
new Federal area, located perhaps in 
the more favorable climate of Colo- 
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rado, would offer planners a “chance 
to begin all over again.” Tracy B. 
Augur, director of the Urban Targets 
Division of the Office of Defense Mo- 
bilization, reported that 42 percent of 
all the people in the country reside in 
50 “compact metropolitan areas—ideal 
targets for modern weapons of mass 
destruction.” He described these city 
areas as “sitting ducks” in the event 
of enemy attack. 


“FORGIVE US OUR CHRISTMASES” 

(EP) The day before Christmas had 
been full of incidents, some of them 
most unpleasant. Father seemed to be 
burdened with worries as well as bun- 
dles. Mother’s anxiety had reached the 
breaking — on many occasions 
throughout the day. Wherever the lit- 
tle girl went, she seemed to be in the 
way. Finally she was hustled up to 
bed. The feverish excitement of the 
Christmas planning had completely 
unnerved her. As she knelt by her bed 
to pray the Lord’s Prayer, she got all 
mixed up and prayed, “Forgive us our 
Christmases, as we forgive those who 
Christmas against us.” 

As we watched the tense, nervous 
shoppers this past season, we felt like 
praying as the little girl did, “Forgive 
us our Christmases.” Our celebration 
makes the merchants rejoice, but not 
the angels in heaven. Our minds are 
on things, not on Christ. May God for- 
give us our Christmases. 


WHITE AND COLORED BAPTISTS 
PLAN JOINT EVANGELISM 


CHICAGO (EP) A joint evangelism 
program is being planned by the na- 
tion’s largest white and Negro Baptist 
bodies, the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion and the National Baptist Con- 
vention, U.S.A. Inc. The announce- 
ment was made by Dr. C. E. Matthews, 
of Atlanta, Ga., evangelism secretary 
of the Southern Baptist Home Mission 
Board, and the Rev. J. H. Jackson, of 
Chicago, president of the National 
Baptist Convention. cag 4 said a na- 
tional headquarters for the joint pro- 
gram will be established here under 
the direction of the Rev. W. C. Trotter, 
of Chicago, as secretary. Plans call for 
the setting up of state and district 
evangelism chairmen, state evangelis- 
tic conferences, and the promotion of 
intensive evangelism drives on the in- 
dividual and mass levels. 

Dr. Matthews said his group will fi- 
nancially support the new joint evan- 
gelism secretary. “It is my opinion,” 
he said, “that this is the greatest for- 
ward step ever taken by white Bap- 
tists to help Negroes in the promotion 
of evangelism. I am extremely happy 


that this venture, upon which we have 
been working for years, is now an ac- 
tuality.” 


BIBLES GIVEN AT FUNERAL 

WHEATON, Illinois (EP) When Dr. 
B. R. Angstrom, of Rockford, Iil., 
passed away recently, a unique me- 
morial of 20 Bibles was presented to 
the Rural Bible Crusade, a national 
organization which promotes Bible 
memorization in the public schools. At 
the funeral, along with many sprays 
of flowers, was the “bouquet of Bi- 
bles.” This display of Bibles was pro- 
vided by the Joy Class of the First 
Baptist Church of Rockford in mem- 
ory of Dr. Angstrom, their teacher, 
who had been a faithful contributor 
to the Rural Bible Crusade work for 
many years. 

Upon receipt of the Bibles, Rev. H. C. 
Quick, Promotional Director of the 
Crusade, announced that they would 
be given as gifts to public school pupils 
who memorize 500 selected Scripture 
verses. The Crusade carries on work 
throughout the Midwest, from Ohio to 
Colorado. Over 100,000 public school 
pupils will enroll in the Crusade’s 
Scripture Memory Program this 
school year. More than 18,000 boys and 
girls have learned 500 verses through 
the Crusade since it began in 1937. 


POPE’S PRAYER DECLARED “EX- 
TRAVAGANT DEVOTION TO MARY” 
From Time magazine (EP) The 
Church of England Newspaper looked 
hard at Pope Pius XII’s peaver to the 
Virgin Mary, composed for the open- 
ing of the Marian Year, and found in 
it implications of “rank heresy.” 
What specially roused the Anglican 
weekly were such words of invocation 
as: “Enraptured by the splendor of 
your heavenly beauty ... we cast our- 
selves into your arms... Convert the 
wicked, dry the tears of the afflicted 
and sppeennes. comfort the poor and 
humble . . . protect the Holy Church.” 
Said the Church of England News- 
paper: “This prayer transplants faith 
from Christ to the Vir Mary... 
And what, we may le ately ask, is 
left for the Holy Spirit? The Virgin 
Mary, apparently, places the rd 


Person of the Trinity as well as the 
Second.” 
Such “extravagant devotion ” to 


Mary, the paper said, “is what might 
be expected of a church under the 
domination of a celibate i. 
The normal vena of their 
personality through family life is for- 
bidden them; they must perforce find 
a substitute to occupy the place a wife 
should have in their imagination.” 
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TWO MINUTES TO MIDNIGHT 


(EP) The clock on the cover of the 
Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists (pub- 
lished in Chicago) has been moved 
again. 

Originally, following the explosion 
of the atomic bombs over Japan, the 
clock was set at eight minutes to 
twelve. The scientists knew it was only 
a matter of time until some enemy 
power would be able to manufacture 
and detonate an atomic bomb, and 
they warned the world of its danger. 
They designated twelve o’clock as civ- 
ilization’s midnight hour, the moment 
of doom. 

In September, 1949, when President 
Truman announced that Russia had 
detonated its first atomic bomb, the 
clock on the Bulletin was moved 
ahead to read three minutes to twelve. 
The hour of doom was said to be 
drawing very near. 

Then came the announcement a 
few weeks ago that Russia had suc- 
cessfully exploded a hydrogen bomb. 
Immediately the clock was advanced 
another minute, commencing with the 
September 1953 issue of the Bulletin. 
Now it reads TWO MINUTES TO MID- 
NIGHT. Says the editor: 

“That we live in imminent danger 
that an untoward event tomorrow may 
trigger a tense world to erupt in 
flames of atomic or thermonuclear 
warfare, that there will be ‘no place to 
hide’ for the great masses of civilized 
mankind—these are the _ torturous 
facts which compel our leaders to spell 
out for us the tragic nature of the 
times in which we live... 

“The hands of the clock on the Bul- 
letin’s cover now stand at two min- 
utes to midnight. Not to terrify, cer- 
tainly, but to warn and to awaken, the 
clock is intended to be symbolic. Wish- 
ing will not stop the clock. The Bul- 
letin may be wrong. It may actually 
be one minute—perhaps seconds—to 
midnight.” 

In another place the Bulletin says: 
“As the Paul Reveres of the postwar 
period, we have not met with over- 
whelming success. And as the hands 
of the clock creep closer to the mid- 
night hour—the black point of history 
—we find the countryside fast asleep. 
Only a few can be aroused.” 

The Bible warns us that we have a 
limited time in which to work for God. 
Our Lord Jesus realized it, and He said, 
“I must work the works of him that 
sent me, while it is day. The = 
cometh when no man can work.” He 
wasted neither time nor opportunity, 
but kept busy at the task of teaching, 
preaching, and g souls. Why are 
we so lax in following our Lord’s ex- 
ample? 

Perhaps the warning of the Bulletin 
of the Atomic Scientists will rouse us 
to redeem the time and win the lost 
before both we and they are hurtled 
into eternity by a downpour of atomic 
or hydrogen bombs. 


NOTES FROM THE NEWS 


It is estimated that Americans spent 
$450,000,000 for toys this Christmas, 10 
r cent above last year. This does not 
clude the millions of dollars that 
were spent on gifts for adults, decora- 
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tions, feastings, etc. Staggering sums 
are spent, ostensibly to celebrate the 
birth of the Saviour, while millions of 
souls whom He came to save are per- 
ishing in heathen darkness, without 
Christ and without hope, simply be- 
cause the missionary program is ham- 
pered by lack of funds. 

The “Islamic Republic of Pakistan” 
is slated to be the name of the Pakis- 
tani state under the constitution now 
being adopted. The constitution re- 
quires that none but a Moslem may 
be head of the state, and that no laws 
may be enacted which are deemed 
a a to the Koran, Islam’s sacred 


The Methodist Board of Evangelism 
has reported 113,395 professions of 
faith and 71,595 membership transfers 
this year as a result of 43 city-wide 
and state campaigns in which the 
board participated. 

The liquor traffic in the United 
States spends $200,000,000 a year to 
advertise $9,000,000,000 worth of a 
product which produces, according to 
health authorities, the number four 
health problem in the United States. 
Only heart, cancer, and vascular dis- 
eases take a greater toll. And, the ef- 
fectiveness of such advertising may 
be seen in the latest estimate of 65 
million drinkers, grouped as follows: 
Occasional drinkers, 48 million; mod- 
erate, but habitual drinkers, 10 mil- 
lion; heavy drinkers, 3 million; ad- 
dictive drinkers, 3 million; and chron- 
ic alcoholics, one million. Even more 
tragic, is the appalling thought that 
three additional million of the 48 mil- 
lion “occasional drinkers” may become 
addicted drinkers or chronic alcohol- 
ics. Authoritative sources have stated 
that “at least one-in-sixteen who start 
drinking will become an addicted 
drinker or a chronic alcoholic.” 

According to Peter Y. F. Shih, Chi- 
nese missionary to America, only 8 ed 
cent of the 137,000 Chinese in the 
United States are Christians. 


CHRISTIANITY TO BE TAUGHT 
IN EGYPT’S SCHOOLS 

CAIRO, Egypt (EP) Courses in 
Christianity will be introduced soon in 
the Government-run schools of 
staunchly Moslem Egypt. Bible lessons 
and Christian ethics will be taught to 
Christian students by regular, Gov- 
ernment-paid instructors. The move is 
the latest of several steps taken by 
President Mohammed Naguib’s mili- 
tary regime to eliminate religious dis- 
crimination. 

In the past, only Islam has been 
taught in the Government schools. 
Under the new policy, all Christian 
students will receive Christian in- 
struction during the same periods 
when Moslem pupils are studying 
their own religion. Textbooks for the 
Christian classes are to be published 
by the Government press, which al- 
ready has printed an outline of the 
curriculum. The curriculum and tex- 
tual material have been prepared by a 
committee of Coptic Orthodox and 
Evangelical churchmen. 

The Evangelical member is the Rev. 
Ibrahim Sayeed, pastor of Cairo’s big- 
gest Protestant church and a leader 


of the Egyptian Evangelical Church. 
Mr. Sayeed’s appointment was a mark 
of recognition for Egyptian Protes- 
tants, who have received little public 
notice in the past. Most of the coun- 
try’s 1,000,000 Christians are Copts. 
Christian leaders say their condition 
has improved +—! since President 
Naguib and his Revolutionary Council 
deposed King Farouk and assumed 
power in July, 1952. Obstacles to con- 
struction of churches have been 
dropped; the President, a devout Mos- 
lem, has been readily accessible to 
clergymen, and the Government has 
waived custom duties on church equip- 
ment imported from foreign countries. 


DEMANDS STATE DEPARTMENT 
PROBE OF GREEK BANS 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) A Gov- 
ernment order for seizure of land be- 
longing to the Evangelical Church 
community at Katerini, northern 
Greece, has led to the filing of a pro- 
test with the U. S. State Department 
by Dr. Clyde W. Taylor, secretary of 
affairs in the National Association of 
Evangelicals. Dr. Taylor pointed out 
that the land in question was pur- 
chased with funds provided by the 
American Committee for the Evange- 
lization of the Greeks, Inc., thus mak- 
ing it a potential concern of the State 
Department. 

The seizure order was issued by 
Greek Interior Minister Pavsanias Ly- 
kourezos, who charged that the Evan- 
gelicals had been conducting elemen- 
tary classes without a license in its 
orphanage, and therefore might pre- 
sumably violate Greek laws if allowed 
to build a church day school and cen- 
ter, as the group planned to do. The 
Greek Orthodox Church is “estab- 
lished” in the country, and police au- 
thorities have frequently arrested 
priests of the “schismatic” Old Calen- 
dar sect, Jehovah’s Witnesses, and 
others. 

The Interior Minister’s order in this 
case had not yet been signed by 
Greece’s King Paul when Dr. Taylor 
filed his protest. The Evangelical lead- 
er expressed hope that he and his col- 
leagues might discuss the question 
with the king, who was then en route 
with Queen Frederika to the United 
States for a visit to the Capital. 


NEW BOOKLET CONTRADICTS 
EVOLUTION CONCEPT 

(EP) A recent booklet entitled “The 
Races of Mankind,” written by two 
nationally recognized anthropologists, 
give many practical hints pointing to- 
ward a solution of racial problems. It 
builds its case on. the fact that all 
races have a common Maker, common 
needs, and common potentialities. 
Strongly contradicting modern evolu- 
tionary concepts that man has an ani- 
mal origin, the writers assert that “the 
Bible story of Adam and Eve, father 
and mother of the whole human race, 
told centuries ago the same truth that 
science has,shown today: that all the 
peoples of the earth are a single fam- 
ly and have a common origin... . His- 
tory proves that progress in civiliza- 
tion is not the monoply of one race 
or subrace.”

“Open House” for the new Church 
of God at Inman, S. C., was held Sat- 
urday, October 17, 1953. The church 
was visited by a large number of lo- 
cal and out-of-town guests. 

On Sunday, October 18, the church 
moved from its old frame structure 
into the lovely new edifice. 

Rev. W. D. Childers, first pastor of 
the Church of God at Inman, deliv- 
ered the message for the worship serv- 
ice. The dedicatory address was given 
by the Rev. J. A. Cross, overseer of the 
State of South Carolina.

The building is one of the most com- 
plete medium-sized churches in our 
state.

The architectural design is modified 
Gothic.

Every room is 
completely finished and furnished. In- 
terior walls are plastered, and the 
ceiling is of acoustic tile. The floors 
are beautifully finished hardwood 
throughout the building, with carpet- 
ing in the main sanctuary. The win- 
dows of the main sanctuary are art 
glass, while those of the Sunday 
School department are of cathedral 

lass, with steel sashes. The pulpit 
urniture and pews are of the finest 
quality available. The church is also 
equipped with a Hammond organ and 
a George Steck grand piano. The bap- 
tistry is enhanced by a hand-painted 
mural and concealed flourescent 
lighting. The pastor’s study is carpet- 
ed, wall to wall, and furnished with 
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walnut furniture. Bookcases are built 
in and a private telephone and other 
necessary equipment are provided. The 
entire church is heated by a huge oil 
furnace in a basement furnace room, 
which forces hot air through base- 
board ducts. 

We are located on a choice corner 
lot overlooking the central street of 
Inman Mills Village on the town side. 
The church can be seen from almost 
any place in town and from all high- 
ways leading into Inman. At night the 
message of “Good News” shines forth 
from a lighted cross in the tower. It is 
automatically controlled and very im- 
pressive. 

We, the Church of God at Inman, 
feel that we owe much of the success 
of our building program to our pastor, 
the Rev. R. V. Dillingham, who has 
labored unceasingly with us and for 
us.—Maxie B. Camp.
